THAT the City Council of the C^ty of Austin hereby approves as a private
gasoline plant consisting of a 280-gailon tank and one gasoline pump for
the sole purpose of servicing their own motor equipment, and from which no
gasoline is to be sold, the property situated on the west side of Fredericks-
burg Bead, which property is owned by Young and Pratt, and is designated as
the south part of Lot lU, Evergreen Heights of the City of Austin, Travis
County, Texas, and hereby authorizes the said Young and Pratt, acting by and
through F, L. Wentworth, to operate a private gasoline plant consisting of
a 2SO-gallon tank and one gasoline pump for the sole purpose of servicing
their own motor equipment, and from which no gasoline is to be sold, subject
to the same*s being operated in compliance with all the ordinances relating
thereto, and further subject to the foregoing attached recommendations; and
the Building Inspector is hereby authorized to issue an occupancy permit
for the operation of this private gasoline plant after full compliance with
all the provisions of this resolution, and said permission shall be held
to be granted and accepted ̂ subject to all necessary, reasonable and proper,
present and future regulations and ordinances of the City of Austin, Texas,
in the enforcement of the proper police, traffic and fire regulations; and
the right of revocation is retained if, after hearing, it is found by the
City Council that the said Young and Pratt has failed and refused, and will
continue to fail and refuse to perform any such conditions, regulations
and ordinances.

Dear Sir:

I, the undersigned, have considered the application of Young
and Pratt, acting "by and through F. L. Wentworth, Office Manager,
for permission to operate a private gasoline plant consisting of a
2SOugallon tank and one gasoline pump for the sole purpose of ser-
vicing their own motor equipment and from which no gasoline is to
"be sold, upon property located on the west side of Fredericksburg
Road, which property is designated as the south part of Lot lUt
Evergreen Heights, of the City of Austin, Travis C0unty, Texas,
and locally known as ISIS Jredericksburg Road .

This property is located in a "C" Commercial District, and
I recommend that this permit "be granted, subject to the following
conditions?

(1) That the gasoline tanks and pumps shall be of an approved
type and shall bear the label of the National Board of Fire Under-
writers and that all tanks and pumps shall be installed in compli-
ance with the ordinance governing the storage and handling of gaso-
line.

(2) That all pumps shall be located not nearer than 10 feet
to the property line and so located that cars stopped for the pur-
pose of receiving gasoline or other supplies shall not in any way-
obstruct the free passage of traffic on either the sidewalk, street
or alley.

(3) That "NO SMOKING" signs shall at all times be prominently
displayed, and no person shall be permitted to smoke on the premises
where gasoline is handled or stored,

That all fees shall be paid and a permit shall be secured
from the Building Inspector's Office before any installation work is
started.

WHEREAS, Texas Public Service Company has presented to the City Council
tentative maps or plans showing the proposed construction of its gas mains
in the streets in the City of Austin hereafter named, and said maps or plans
have "been considered "by the City Council; therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL Off OEE CITY OF AUSTIN;

THAT Texas Public Service Company "be, and the same is hereby, permitted
to lay and construct its gas mains in and upon the following streets:

(l) A gas main in CHICON STB3BET 37 feet north of East lUth Street
southerly 111 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall "be
11 feet west of, and parallel to, the east property line of
said Chi con. Street*

Said gas main described above shall have a covering of not less
than 2-1/2 feet,

(2) A gas main in NEWTON SUHEET lUj feet south of West Milton Street,
southerly 100 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall "be
10 feet west of, and parallel to, the east property line of
said Newton Street.

Said gas main described above shall have a covering of not
less than 2-1/2 feet.

(3) A gas main in BOULDIN AVENUE ^ feet north of Post Oak Street
northerly 176 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall
be 7-1/2 feet west of, and parallel to, the east property
line of said Bouldin Avenue*

Said gas main described above shall have a covering of not
less than 2-1/2 feet.

The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice that the
City of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear
from other underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we
have at hand, and that the minimum depth stated does not have any refer-
ence to the fact that greater depths may not be required at special points.
When the Texas Public Service Company requires definite information upon
the ground as to elevations or working points from which, to base the lo-
cation of their assignments, they shall apply to the City Engineering
Department not less than three (3) days before such information is requir-
ed. The Texas Public Service C0mpany is farther put upon notice that they
will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement of any
underground utility damaged during the construction of lines named in this
resolution,

And that whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug,water
must be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.
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THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation
in the streets and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after
said mains have been laid, shall be under the supervision and direction
of the City Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of
the certain franchise granted to said C0mpany "by the City of Austin.
